THE PUBLIC SERVICES 

The London transport system serves an area of nearly 1,800 square kilometres. 
This means more than 1,600 kilometres of road or rail and employment for more 
than 60,000 people. Many of these people come from the West Indies, India, and 
other parts of the Commonwealth. This is the case with many other public services 
which always need more staff, and new arrivals to the city will often find work with 
them. 

Nearly every house and apartment within the greater London area is served 
by public transport. A short walk will bring most Londoners to a bus stop, an 
underground station or a railway station. 

The underground (or “tube”) has been running under certain parts of London for 
nearly 100 years. Some of the lines, like the Victoria line, were built in the 1970s, 
and a new one, the Jubilee line, started operations in 1980. With this system 
Londoners and visitors can easily travel across the city avoiding traffic 
congestion. 

The red double-decker buses offer a much wider choice of routes and, from the 
top deck, a splendid view of the city. 

The National Health Service in Britain offers the public a range of medical and 
social services that sometimes surprise visitors. Doctors make daily house visits 
to sick patients; home nurses, midwives and social workers look after those in 
need. Ambulances are provided free in an emergency, and an overseas visitor 
suddenly taken ill on holiday will be cared for in hospital without charge. 

The police force and fire brigade also provide unusual services besides their 
normal jobs. A child caught in iron railings, a cat stuck in a tree, both may bring the 
fire brigade to their rescue. A house-owner who has lost his front door keys may 
call on the police to help him enter his home. 

In the early morning you can hear the clink of milk bottles, as the milkman delivers 
milk and dairy produce to the doorstep. And soon comes the whistle of the paper¬ 
boy as he does his rounds on a bicycle, delivering newspapers through letter¬ 
boxes for pocket money before going to school. 

Another early morning figure is the postman with his sack of mail. In certain parts 
of London where high block of flats have been built, he walks miles every day 
delivering letters to each individual door. 

At night and in the early hours the unseen jobs get done. The streets are swept 
and washed in preparation for another busy day, and another pile of litter.
